Next time you see a roadside sign ven- 
tilated with bullets, study it. It’s instruc- 
tive. 

Take STOP signs, for example. 

The only logical targets on a country 
STOP sign are the O and the P. Self-con- 
tained bullseyes. But do you ever see an 
O, or the loop of a P, each centered with 
a single .22 bullet? No, and you never 
will — because the guys capable of such 
good shooting never shoot at road 
signs. Bullet holes in a STOP sign are 
usually scattered all over it with some at 
the very.edge, meaning that other bullets 
probably missed altogether and just 
drove on through the intersection with- 
out even slowing down. 
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All of which tells us at least three 
things: 


1. The shooter was a slob who lacked 
respect for public property, and the 
ability and imagination to find another 
target. 


2. He is a lousy shot. 


3. He’s not even ashamed of being 
such a lousy shot, or he wouldn’t adver- 
tise it in public. 


Add it all up and you’ve got a pretty 
good working example of the classic 
slob shooter: one who lacks the ex- 
perience, ability and pride to be any- 
thing better.

THE REMINGTON B.R. CARTRIDGES 


The short, fat cartridge seems to be 
here to stay. Up in Ilion, N.Y. the slip- 
stick boys at Remington Arms have been 
fooling around with such a cartridge. 
The basic .308 case was the starting 
point, but there have been some 
changes. 

The basic case was shortened and a 
small rifle primer pocket was used. To 
accomplish this took hand forming, case 
by case. Annealing procedures and set- 
up had to be changed during case form- 
ing, and special forming dies were re- 
quired. Testing was extensive. 

Jim A. Stekl has used this case in both 
the 22 and 6mm during the 1977 shoot- 
ing season. Regardless of which he 
used, Jim did a bang-up job with it at ev- 
ery match. He topped the show at Johns- 
town at the Pine Tree Rifle Club in June 
with a new IBS record for 5-5 shot 
groups at 100 yards in the Heavy Bench 
class with a .1776” (see cover of P.S., 
Nov. ’77.) 

| talked with Jim about this cartridge 
during the past year and he indicates 
that the 6 mm will shoot as well as any 
224 he has ever seen when quality 
bullets are used. I’ve watched him put 
together some mighty nice groups dur- 
ing the past year. He’s a hard man to 
beat at any match regardless of what he 
is shooting, and the BR hasn’t hurt his 
performance.one bit. 

The growing interest in these two 
cartridges has resulted in requests fro 
information about chamber dimensions 
so that reamers can be made up. Thanks 
to the cooperation of C.B. Workman, 
Manager; and Jim Stekl, Engineering 
Assistant, Illion Research Division of 
Remington Arms, these drawings for 
chamber reamers have been made avail- 
able to P.S. readers.

Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene 


Again this month I’ll stay on the fire- 
arms legislation hobby horse. 

Last month | discussed the restrictive 
legislation in Western Australia. Now 
the latest Commonwealth Statistician’s 
report has been released and it shows 
that Perth (capital of W.A.) is the most 
dangerous city to live in with 142 crimes 
per thousand persons. The record of 
success for the system of discretionary 
registration that has existed in W.A. 
since 1931 has been a abysmal failure as 
a crime reduction measure. Last month 
there were six armed holdups in the 
Perth area alone. When related to the 
small population and large area it is 
proof that firearms restrictions have no 
benefit for the combating of crime. 

Still authorities believe in the fairy 
tale!

Australia. If the regulations currently for- 
mulated for that state are put into forcea 
person will have to pass an examination 
and, if passed, a Licence will be granted. 
Then the shooter will have to take each 
arm to the police station for inspection. 
However, if there are a number of fire- 
arms a member of the police force will 
inspect at the applicant’s home. How 
repugnant. 

Another discriminatory factor planned 
for South Australian firearms owners is 
that all information will be kept on com- 
puter whereas all the records of the 
Criminals will be manually kept. In other 
words, at the flick of a switch all will be 
known about the firearms owner but a 
criminal’s record will be confined to fil- 
ing cards, which are probably out of 
date. We are all aware of the security of 
computers. All avenues for security are 
taken but there is no guarantee that 
leaks will not occur. The surprising 
aspect of the South Australian situation 
is that that state is one of the most for- 
ward thinking in Australia in the areas of 
citizens rights and personal freedom.

The state was the first to introduce pro- 
abortion laws, give homosexuals the 
right to live as they choose without fear 
of prosecution and also enacted a law 
whereby a wife could charge a husband 
with rape; all matters unthought of in 
Australia before. Citizens of South 
Australia also have the right to march 
and protest in an orderly manner — 
something that is not permitted in other 
states. It seems that everyone in South 
Australia has complete civil rights and 
freedoms — except shooters. 

Also strange is the classification of 
arms system. 

Class A. Air rifles, air guns and .22 rim- 
fire rifles 

Class B. Shotguns 

Class C. Pistols 

Class D. All other firearms which are 
not dangerous firearms. 

Type C will be the most difficult to ob- 
tain and the other three classes will have 
the same examination. This prompts the 
questions why the classifications of 
A,B,C, and D. why not long arms and 
short arms if any classification is 
justified. History and documentation 
shows the firearms most used by crimi- 
nals are those classified A.B. and C. with 
shotguns being the most dangerous arm 
at close range. 

To understand the misguided thinking 
regarding firearms legislation one would 
have to clamber into the small minds of 
authorities as to date they have not been 
able to produce one shred of evidence 
or documentation that proves firearms 
registration controls crime whereas 
there is ample evidence and documenta- 
tion to the contrary. 

It seems that pro gun organizations 
put up all the time to deaf ears whereas 
authorities put up nothing. It may do 
them good to come down out of their 
ivory tower and talk to the ordinary 
citizens and study documented proof on 
firearms ownership in relation to crime. 
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Super Shoot VII 


Super Shoot VII can be entered in the 
book as wet and windy. There was plenty 
of both. The first of the four days was 
cool and the rain was blowing into the 
face and muzzle of everyone resulting in 
some of the wildest shots ever seen; 
completely out of the control of the com- 
petitors. There was minor improvement 
during the next three days in the amount 
of rain that fell but the wind put all of us 
to the task of putting together good 
groups. 


Larry Baggett, from Texas, was one 
who didn’t get the word that the 6mm 
has made the .224 ‘obsolete’ and, 
shooting one of those ole ‘“‘ancient’’ 
cartridges (.223 X 35), shot some of the 
smallest groups relay after relay. The 
Heavy Varmint title was his with a 
.1974” at 100 yards and a .2011” at 200 
yards for a .1992” grand. This gent, 
friends, is one heck of a competitor. Lar- 
ry’s two gun aggregate was good for 9th. 
place with a .4368”. 


Jesse Corder was the man of the hour 
this time around. In his quiet, matter-of- 
fact style he took top honors in the two 
gun with a .4059”’. He placed 8th. in the 
Unlimited Class, posting a .5448”, 11th. 
place in Heavy Varmint with a .2678”. 


Then there were those ‘‘sneaky” com- 
petitors, like NBRSA President Larry 
Engelbrecht, who never shot any of 
those tiny groups, but never shot any 
really bad ones, who end up in the top 
ten when the dust, or in this case waves, 
settle. 


Under the worst weather conditions 
ever seen for a four day match the Gor- 
don’s, Johanna and Skip, kept things 
smooth as silk behind the firing line; the 
Kelbly crew, in mud to the hubs of the 
old Ford tractor, kept things running as 
smooth as a super highway. The target 
crew was grand with little or no hold-up. 
The mud slowed their movement, but 
surely not their performance. These 
young people got us through the day’s 
activities by 5:30 or so and with the 
weather and mud they put up with, that 
was really moving for up to seven relays. 

Range Master Bill Etling did his 
usually fine job of keeping everyone on 
the ball. This gent, cold, wet and, I'll bet, 
pooped out by the end of the day, kept 
his cool and control all the way. Our 
thanks, Bill, for a very top notch job and 
good time while on the line.

Many of our 
friends from industry were missed and 
could not make this match because of 
the NRA show. | hope we see you next 
year.

H-S Precision, as 
well as George Kelbly, had samples of 
their new stock line on display, Lee Six 
Enterprises had some new ideas for a 
heavy gun fiberglass stock that were in- 
teresting to me, Allen Hall of Hall Mfg.

Benchrest rifle action, a flawless hunk 
of workmanship. Walt Pereira and his 
CPS crew were showing their new con- 
cept, a “rifle system’; one stock and ac- 
tion with a selection of barrels and rifle 
assessories that adapt the basic rifle to 
any class.

Department and Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (BATF) officials 
disclosing the numerous reforms they 
claim to have undertaken to halt abuses 
showed the need for the hearings. 

“Frankly, | was shocked by yester- 
day’s testimony,’’ declared Sen. Dennis 
DeConcini (D-Ariz.), who chaired the 
hearings July 11-12 before the Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittee on Treas- 
ury, Postal Service and General Govern- 
ment. 

DeConcini said testimony by four wit- 
nesses at the first day’s hearings 
showed BATF activity which, if substan- 
tiated, “borders on criminality’’ and 
“raises fundamental questions about the 
agency.” 

“The charges leveled at the BATF, 
many of which are extremely serious, 
have mounted to the point that Congress 
can no longer avoid the issue,” said 
Sen. James McClure (R-Ildaho) who sat 
in on the hearings. Sen. McClure is a 
member of the full Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee which oversees the 
Treasury Department’s and BATF’s 
budget. 

The hearings, held at the NRA’s urg- 
ing after more than a year of preparation, 
saw a disabled Vietnam veteran, New 
Hampshire resident David A. Moorhead, 
tell how he lost his gunsmithing busi- 
ness after BATF agents raided his home, 
handcuffed him, and hauled off more 
than 100 firearms, many owned by a Boy 
Scout camp, on the allegation that 
Moorhead possessed one rifle that 


arguably may have required registration, 
Knox said. 

That charge was dismissed by U.S. 
District Court Judge Hugh H. Bownes, 
who verbally lambasted the government 
for bringing the charge, according to a 
court transcript introduced at this 
week’s hearings. 

Asst. Treasury Secretary Richard J. 
Davis, who oversees BATF operations, 
admitted under Sen. DeConcini’s ques- 
tioning that prosecution of Moorhead 
was an act of ‘‘stupidity.”’ 

BATF Director G. R. Dickerson, who 
came aboard the agency subsequent to 
most of the alleged abuses, told the 
committee that he personally apologized 
to Moorhead for the BATF’s actions in 
the case. 

Federally licensed gun dealers from 
Arizona, Virginia and Florida all told the 
committee of abuses at the hands of 
BATF agents, the NRA spokesman said. 
In only one case did BATF make even a 
limited attempt to deny any part of the 
witness testimony, the spokesman ad- 
ded. 

Both Davis and Dickerson enumerated 
the reforms they have imposed on the 
agency to insure that such actions 
against citizens aren’t repeated, an NRA 
spokesman said. 

Neither Sen. DeConcini nor McClure 
accepted the agency’s assurances, 
however, as both legislators demanded 
a whole series of BATF documents and 
said the hearings point up the need for a 
review of the Gun Control Act of 1968.
